ill, chancellor of the exchequer, was 
howled down in the house of commons 
tonight.. The action was Laborite re- 
venge for the fighting critici¢m he haJ 
made regarding abuse of the unemploy-| 
ment dole, in his reply on the budget 

debate. 

The uproar in the house brought Mr. | 
Churchill into his old fighting form 
and he hurled forth sarcismas, but the 
Laborites proved too much for him. 
Mr. Churchill’s red flag was a state- 
ment that there was growing up 
among the working classes “a habit 
of learning how to qualify, for the un- 
employment benefit.’. 

These words were instantly .con- 
strued by the Labor benches as an 
insult to: the working classes, and a 
dozen Laborites rose from their seats 
te demand that the ochancéllor with- 
draw. David Kirkwood and the Clyde- 
side group were particularly furious. 


“ Withdraw !” Laborites Shout.

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Suggestion would be to confiscate a good part of 
these estates by imposing a rate which would wipe 
out the whole income in many cases and in some 
cases create a.charge even greater than the in- 
come. 

If the school board favors confiscation under 
the guise of taxation, we think It is acting withouts 
the support of the better part of the community 
If it believes estates ahould not be passed on but 
should be taken over by the public, it has got 
farther toward revolutionary radicalism than we 
suspected. The bolshevists have been trying con- 
fiscation with results which are pretty well known. 
Confiscation may seem acceptable to a man who 
has nothing to confiscate, but it is not profitable 


even to him, as the Russians are discovering. 


There is no danger that the legislators or the 
people of Illinois will go loco and burn down the 
| prosperous house they live in to roast the tax 


1! evasion pig. This being pretty certain, would it 


not be more sensible on the part of those who 
seek mor revenue for the schools to direct their 
attention to a reform of our revenue law so that 
it will no longer be a justification of evasion but 
can be applied with justice and loyally obeyed 
by all honest officials and taxpayers? When such 
tax reform has been proposed, we do not recall 
that any professional] foe of the tax dodger has 
been heard demanding legislation that would give 
us a system which could be applied with justice 
and effect. 

Excessive tax laws are not and cannot be per- 
sistently enforced if they can be enforced at all. 
In taxation they do not produce as much as 4 
fair tax would and in addition they open the door 
to favoritism and improper manipulation. We. 
have endured too long what is known as the 
worst system in the United States. 


FOR ACTION IN TRACTION. 


A protest. of the mayors of certain downstate 
cities against the Barr bill includes one paragraph 
that it is to be hoped will not get far in our 
public utility policy., It ts this: “ Because of finan- 
cial limitations now on municipalities which make 
the possibility df the suggested purchase of utili- 
ties so remote as to render the provision absurd, 
the so-called ‘terminable permit’ provided becomes 
in reality a perpetual franchise.” 

It does not seem sensible to accept the defects 
of the fixed term grant on any such ground, for 
the ground be removed. Instead of resigning 
ourselves to these defects, which experience in 
Chicago.and elsewhere has shown to be serious— 
in our ease a political stalemate and the arrest 
for years of needed expansion and improvements 
—why not remove unnecessary limitations upon 
the cities’ ability to purchase utilities when they 
see fit? Other states find the indeterminate grant 
possible and profitable and it is certainly worth 
fair consideration in Illinois. ; 
If acted on, this paragraph would fasten the 
evils of our present condition upon”“us and leave 
little ort no opportunity for working out.a better 
system of utility control. Its authors may think 
that under the present short term policy public 
utility. properties will sink to a value at which 
even our limited cities can buy them or take them 
over on a’ rummage sale. But the process involved 
wold cost the cities and their people many times; 
more than the bargain would compensate them 
for. What cities and people alike require is service 
‘and extension to meet their growing needs. In 
Chicago we cannot wait indefinitely for relief, in 
fact, we cannot afford to wait at all, and if our 
public representatives at Springfield and at home 
will concentrate on that fact, we ought to be able 
to get relief when we need it, which is now. 
The principle of home rule for local utilities 
ought to be recognized in any general act covéring 
franchise grants and this implies ample powers 
for bargaining, regulation, and municipalization. 
Municipalities should be released from unreason- 
able imitations which might prevent them from 
either purchasing their essential utilities or using 
the .power of municipalization as a means of en- 
forcing fair treatment from private operation. But 
Chicago is in dire néed of relief and we pray that 
we may be saved from stubborn obstruction by 
theorists more concerned for their ideas than our 
urgent necessities or by politicians interested 
chiefly in possibilities of personal or politica] ad- 
vantage.

She saves herself the 
trouble of sterilizing bottles, making mix- 
tures and heating milk night and day. By 
saving -her body from sickness she saves 
herself trouble.

If a mother needs to work to help 
support the family, she can put her baby 
on a four hour feeding schedule and give 
one bottle feeding a day. By this plan 
she can be away from home eight hours 
ata time without endangering her baby. 
A great many women follow this plan 
now. It has been under trial for several 
years and it has been found to work well 
even in midsummer. 

Some women are at a loss to know just 
how long breast feeding should be kept 
up. Women have claimed that they 
breast fed their babies and upon inves- 
tigation it was found that the breast 
feeding had only been kept up until the 
baby was one month of age. © Others have 
based their statements on having kept it 
up until the baby was two months old 
It is wise to breast feed for one week 
if that is the 'imit beyond which the 
mother cannot go. One month of breast 
feeding beats no breast feeding. Three 
months is a tolerably good compromise. 
But no woman who has stopped short of 
three months should claim that she breast 
fed her baby.
